Curious and pres umably authentic 
details of the ex-Kaiser’s pecuniary 
affairs are given in 2 book entitled!

LIKE AN 18-IN. GUN. 


WONDERS IT HAS REVEALED. 


A new enormous 1COin. telescope 
has been installed at a height of 
5,700fr. at Mount Wilson, California. 

The instrument resembles a great 
naval gun, mounted in @ revolving 
turret or dome of 100{r. diameter. 
The glass required for. its great 
mirror is 13in. thick and weighs 44 
tons, The moving parts weigh 100 
tons and are driven by a powerful 
clock mechanism when following the 
sun cr stars. . Thirty-five electric 
motors controjled by push buttons 
serve 10 direct it towards any part of 
the sky, accelerate or retard ils 
motion when carried by the driving 
clock, focus the image, turn the dome, 
and elevate ot lower the platform on 
which the observer stands.

Mr. F, X, d’Almada, who appeared 
for “the defence, said that. retailers 
had no means of knowing whether 
duty had been paid or not. He sug- 
gested that something like the opium 
labels, or the proprietary medicine 
stamp, should be affixed to packets 
or tins of cigarettes on payment. of 
duty. e ’ | 

The Magistrate remarked that 
there had not been time to devise a} 
satisfactory method which could not 
easily be copied. ek 

Mr. d’Almada: The Ordinance 
has. been in force for five years, * 

Mr. Taylor rejoined thati 
the smuggling question had 
only recendy tecome acute. 
lf the retailers kept proper books, 
they could always satisfy the revenue 
authorities of their bona fides, No 
man could carry on a legitimate busi- 
ness without proper books. The 
defendant had only produced one 
small book and that was incomplete, 


Mr. d’Almada pointed out to the 
Magistrate that although the 
cigarettes were ia Caurt, the proseca- 
tion had not “produced” them in the 
legal acceptation of the term. 

The Magistrate: In Summary 
Jurisdiction, we don't mark the ex- 
hibits,.if that is what you want. Do 
you want the cigarettes counted in 
Court ? ‘ 

Mr. d’Almada asked that a note 
be made of his objection, and the 
Magistrate complied. 

Tn the other case, Mr. Leo Longi- 
notto objected to Mr. Taylor’s remark 
that the retailer “apparendy bought 
the cigarettes to keep on his shelves.” 
Mr. Longinotto held that no shnp- 
keeper would do that especially with 
goods in respect of ‘which he might 
be fined. 

Mr. Taylor explained that 
retailers usually — carried on 
a “hand to- mouth” business, 
and would not buy if excess of re. 
quirements when duty had to be paid. 

The Magistrate reserved decision 
in both cases until Wednesday next.

This market is in no mood for’a 
boom ; it has too many difficulties of 
its own to face. There are still 
stocks to clear, and goods not taken 
up By overseas buyers, - Shippers 
have difficulties to settle with default. 
ing customers in India, China and 
other markets, 

A steady, but very slow revival, is 
taking place, and although the trade 
machine is not running smoothly, the 
wheels are turning round slowly with 
much creaking and groaning. 

India still buys small lots. Bombay, 
Madras, and Calcutta all having 
made purchases during the week. 

China bas bought fair quantities of 
greys, whites and fancies. 

Egypt, the smaller Eastern markets, 
and South America, have also bought. 
The Home trade is quiet. 

Freight rates to the East have been 
reduced, and there is strong agitation 
for further reductions in printing and 
dyeing prices. 

. The market is still very sensitive 
tothe political situation in Europe.
